POSES MYSTERY 


‘Very Fishy,’ Kefauver 
Says of Deal Involving 
Paul Ricca, One of 
Five Paroled in Movie

. CHICAGO, Oct. 7—Mysterious 
“loans” totaling $80,000, made by 
an auditor for race tracks in 
Florida and Illinois to Paul (The: 
Waiter) Ricca, a leading figure in 
the Capone syndicate, were under 
further investigation today by the 
Senate Crime Committee. 

Hugo Bennett, auditor for horse 
and dog tracks, testified yesterday 
and last night that he lent Ricca 
$40,000 in 1948 and $40,000 in 
1950. He said to make the loans 
he borrowed $20,000 from Wil- 
livm (Big Bill) Johnston, operator 
of four Florida dog tracks and of 
£{portsman’s Park horse track in 
Chicago, and $15,000 from Max 
Silverberg, operator of concessions 
at Sportsman's Park and at the 
Miami Kennel Club, Miami Beach. 

“Very Fishy.” 

Senator Kefauver described 
the loans from Bennett to Ricca 
as “very fishy.” Last night, after 
Bennett and his attorney, Joseph 
J. Butler, had been questioned 
again about the loans, Kefauver 


said the mystery grew as the com- 
mittee inquired further into the 


transactions. 

“It is only fair to say that But- 
ler acted as a scrivener, rather 
than as a principal,” Kefauver 
said 


“We are not satisfied that this 

was strictly a commercial loan.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—Secre- 
tary of Defense Marshall told the 
United States Conference of 
Mayors yesterdays that only the 
integration of thousands of South 
Korean troops into America’s 
under manned Far East divisions 
had saved the situation in the 
Korean campaign. 

Speaking at a special Pentagon 
briefing of the visiting mayors on 
the Korean war, Gen. Marshall 
said the Communist invasion of 
South Korea had caught the Army 
without the vital reserve of 
trained manpower required for 
any combat emergency. He added 
that, in an effort to meet the 
situation, the Army had stripped 
its divisions in the continental 
United States of the men so urg- 
ently required by General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur and 
rushed them by air and ship to 
Korea. 

These Reserves Not Enough. 

These American reserves, how- 
ever, were not sufficient, Gen. 
Marshall said, and the Commu- 
nist invasion would not have been 
stemmed without the South Ko- 
reans who were thrown into the 
battle to augment them and the 
occupation troops who had been 
sent from Japan to Korea. He 
told the mayors that the United 
States must never again let it- 
self be caught in such a position. 

Marshall said that he had been 
forced to struggle with the same 
problem of adequately-trained and 
ready replacements as Chief of 
Staff of the Army in World War 
II and that the nation’s combat

Kaesong, only two miles south of 
the thirty-eighth parallel on the 
road to the Red capital of 
Pyongyang. 

The United States First Caval- 
ry Division, which has moved 
nearly 200 miles since mid- 
September, seized the key border 
city. 

On the east coast, South Ko- 
rean troops were reported within 
20 miles of Wonsan, deep in Red 
territory. — 

The rapid advance of First 
Cavalry troops from their last 
reported position, in the Suwon 
area 20 miles south of liberated 
Seoul, indicated they may spear- 
head the expected big push of 
United Nations forces on the Red 
capital. 

Largest City Near Line. 

The Air Force spokesman’s re- 
port came only a few hours after 


the largest city near the Red 
border, 

It was from Kaesong that the 
Reds made their heaviest in- 
vasion thrust against the U.N.- 
sponsored republic June 25. The 
city is astride the main highway 
and rail route to the Communist 
capital, 92 air miles to the north- 
west. 

Thert were no details of Kae- 
song’s capture. Gen. MacArthur’s 
summary had said the troopers 
met only scattered resistance in 
crossing the wide Imjin. 


Marines at Uijongbu. 

Behind the First Cavalry Divi- 
sion, other American, British, 
Australian and South Korean 
forces massed for a knockout 
punch against the reeling Reds. 
United: States Marines are at 
Uijongbu, southeast of Kaesong 
and 18 miles south of. the thirty- 
eighth parallel: 

A North Korean communique 
broadcast by the Pyongyang radio 
reported a landing of United Na- 
tions troops at Kangnung last 
Thursday. Kangnung is 18 air 
miles south of the Thirty-eighth 
parallel. The broadeast did not 
specify whether the troops landed 
were American or South Korean. 

The broadcast, monitored here, 
made no mention of a landing by 
American troops at Changjon on 
the North Korean east coast, as 
reported by the Paris Red news- 
paper Ce Soir. Changjon, 70 miles 
north of the Thirty-eighth paral- 
lel, has already been passed by 
the South Korean Third Division. 

Secrecy Veils Movements. 

The bulk of reorganization of 
U.N. forces south of the parallel 
was veiled in military secrecy.

Red Bloc Stands Alone 
Against Plan in 47-5 
Vote — U.N. Election, 
Rehabilitation of Coun- 
try Are Provided.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP) —The 
United Nations. General Assem- 
bly today in effect authorized a 
final U.N. drive across. the 
thirty-eighth parallel against Com- 
munist. North Korea and wrote a 
master plan for rebuilding the 
war-torn country. 

The final vote on an eight- 
power plan for reconstructing a 
unified Korea was 47 to 5 with 


seven abstentions. The Soviet 
bloc stood alone against the ma- 
jority plan. Indonesia, the six- 
tieth member of the U.N., did not 
participate in the voting. 
Program for Peace. 

The main points of the U.N. 
plan are: 

1, That all appropriate steps 
be taken to insure stability 
throughout Korea. This was 
seen as the. clear signal for 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, U.N, 
commander, to swing back into 
the offensive with all troops. 

2. That elections be held un- 
der the auspices of the U.N. 
for establishing a unified, inde- 
pendent and democratic gov- 
ernment in Korea. 

3. That all sections, north 
and south, be invited to co- 
operate with the U.N. in re- 
storing peace. 

4, That U.N. forces should 
not remain in Korea longer 
than is necessary for achiev- 
ing these objectives. 

5. That all steps be taken 
for the economic rehabilitation 
of Korea. The U.N. Economic 
and Social Council was directed 
to come up with a plan within 
three weeks. 

6. That the U.N. Commission 
on Korea be reorganized. The 
Assembly put Australia, Chile, 
The Netherlands, Pakistan, the 
Philippines, Turkey and . Thai- 
land on the new commission 
which will oversee the . elec- 
tions and take all steps for re- 
building Korea. The commis- 
sion was ordered to get to work 
immediately. 

Russia, Byelorussia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland and the Ukraine 
cast the only negative ballots. 

Abstentions came from Egypt, 
India, Lebanon, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq and Yugoslavia. 

Malik Soviet Vote. 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 

ter Jacob A. Malik told the As- 
sembly the Russians voted against 
the majority resolution because it 
called for the occupation of all 
Korea. Foreign Minister Andre! 
Vishinsky, who spoke afi hour and 
12 minutes against the majority 
plan yesterday, was .not present 
wifen the Assembly voted today.

The section of the adopted 
plan, providing that all appropri- 
ate steps be taken to insure condi- 
tions of stability throughout Ko- 
rea, was generally interpreted as 
authorizing Gen. MacArthur to 
send.

Those Joining Forces

a Month More Than 
Those Called, Under 
the Law.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP)

‘professional men to enlistment 
offices. 

If they volunteer before being 
called they will receive $100 a 
month more pay than if they wait 
for the draft. 

Nearly all doctors, dentists and 
veterinarians under 50 years old, 
and not members of the reserve 
forces, will be subject to regis- 
tration starting Oct. 16. How 
many actually will be inducted 
depends on the needs of the 
armed forces. Military spokes- 
men said it would be in the thou- 
sands. 

In setting the October date, the 
proclamation signed yesterday by 
the President said medical men 
are urgently needed. 

U.S.-Financed Doctors First. 

First to be registered will be 
those who got Government fi- 
nancing or selective service de- 
ferment for their studies during 
World War II but did not see 21 
months of national service. 

The turn of other medical men 
comes later, the date has not 
been-set but it must be before 
next Jan. 16. That registration 
will take in (A) men who have 
had long active duty though they 
are now at the bottom of the list 
for call to service, and (B) those 
not trained by the Government 
or deferred for study. 

Men in the reserves are exempt 
from registration. So are men 
past the age of 50, although a 
man registered before he is 50 
may be called into the armed 
forces up to the day he is 51. 
Those tere will be subject to 
21 months’ ce. 

Priorities Set Up. 

The draft law, on which the 
proclamation was based, sets up 
those priorities for actual call to 
induction: 

First, students who were in 
wartime army and navy medi- 
cal, dental .and_ veterinary 
. training program, and students 
deferred because of medical 
and allied studies, who have not 
served at least 90 days in the 
armed forces. 

Second, students in the first 
category who served between 
-90 days and 21 months on ac- 
tive duty, in the Army, Air 
Force, the Navy, the Marine 
Corps, the Coast Guard or the 
public health service. 

Third, doctors, dentists and 
veterinarians who had no at- 
tive service with any of the list- 

ed services after Sept. 16, 1940. 

Fourth, those not included in 
_the other classifications, who 

have had active service in the 
armed forces since Sept. 16, 
1940. 

Although yesterday’s procla- 
mation called only for registra- 
tion of physicians, dentists and 
veterinarians, the law enacted by 
Congress gives the President pow- 
er to order a draft of various 
“allied specialists” such as optom- 
etrists and pharmacists. 

Selective service officials said 
there was no immediate plan to 
‘call men in these fields. 

Other Developments. 

Announcement of the decision 
to draft medical men coincided 
‘with these other developments 
din the manpower field: 

1. Selective Service’s scien- 
 tifie advisory committee rec- 
ommended a program of special 
deferment for “superior” stu- 
dents in high schools, colleges 

and universities. Maj. Gen. 

Lewis B. Hershey, selective 

service director, said he will 

support the plan in principle. 

2. W. Stuart Symington of

HAMPTON, S.C., Oct. 7 (AP)— 
A bank president and a former 
bank robber are swapping yarns 
this weekend at a Savannah river 
camp near here.

P, Bowden, president of the Loan 
& Exchange Bank of Hampton, 
and James (Big Jim) Morton of 
Cleveland. 

A lot of Bowden’s life has been 
spent behind the familiar window 
grillwork of banks. Morton has 
spent about 30 years behind the 
less fragile window grillwork of 
prisons. 

Bowden, who still runs up the 
Confederate flag in front of his 
bank on holidays, became inter- 
ested in Morton after reading his 
story in the Saturday Evening 
Post several weeks ago. 

In inviting Morton to be his 
guest for the weekend at his river 
camp, Bowden wrote that “I once 
had a bank blown open with 
nitro-glycerine and also have had 
a bank cut open with an acetylene 
torch.” 

He added: “About the only ex- 
perience I have not had in the 
banking business has been the 
privilege of sitting down in some 
isolated spot with a ‘jug of wine 


and a loaf of bread’ between us 
and talking with a one-time pro- 
fessional yeggman. 

“My reason for writing you is 
purely selfish. Like Saint Paul 
sitting at the feet of Gamaliel, I 
have always enjoyed associating 
with areal artist, and when I 
read your articles I immediately 
thought what a pleasure it would 
be to me to have the privilege of 
talking for several days with such 
an artist as I know you to be.” 
Morton, until recently a night 
clerk in a Cleveland hétel, accept- 
ed. He says he already has told 
Bowden and his son “many tricks 
of the trade.” .

The test, under which thou-| in 


sands of tons of coal are being 
burned 150 feet underground in 
its natural seam, has been in 
progress since ‘March 1949. A 
similar experiment on a much 
smaller scale was attempted - in 
1948. 

Dr. Shroeder said the gas tur- 
bine operated on the exhaust 
gasses from the burning coal has

The hot gasses enter the tur- 
bine at 1200 degrees Fahrenheit, 
expand under pressure and cause 
the turbine wheel to spin at 20,- 
000 revolutions a minute. 

Dr. Shroeder said the success- 
ful use of the hot gasses to oper- 
ate the turbine “indicates a rela- 
tively early practical application 
of the results of the experiment.” 

The over-all purpose of the 
test is to find out if it is possible 
to transfer energy from the burn- 
ing coal for practical uses. This 
would enable scientists to mine 
coal by fire where the coal lies

MAN FINED $1000

Facing the Short Congress 

When Congress reconvenes on Nov. 27 for 
little more than a month’s session, it will have 
to work expeditiously if it enacts the legislation 
which most urgently calls for passage. 

First priority should go to an excess profits 
tax, as Congress recognized before adjournment 
for the November elections. It directed its tax- 
writing committees to prepare excess-profits 
bills for readiness as soon as the rump session 
starts. The tax is to be retroactive to prevent 
profiteering on the war in Korea. 

Of the same order of urgency is statehood 
for Alaska and Hawaii. The United States 
would have to fight if either of these territories 
was attacked, as surely as it would have to 
fight to defend Connecticut or Arizona. Enemy 
seizure of Alaska would menace every one of 
the 48 states. 

Admitting these territories to statehood would 
aid in their defense by giving them a stronger 
voice at Washington and better enabling them to 
develop their economies. It is important for the 
statehood bills to be enacted at the short session 
because they have already passed the House and 
been reported out of the Senate committee, and 
se lack only the Senate vote. If the legislation 
is not completed in the short session, it will have 
to go through the entire legislative mill again. 

Rent control still remains to be dealt with, 
because it was dealt with inadequately by the 
Eighty-first Congress at its second session. 
Though controls are stiJl needed to protect a 
healthy demand in the face of a sick supply, 
Congress only extended them till the end of this 
year, except for the weak proviso that when 
local authorities request it they can be extended 
to next June 30. 

Mine safety legisiation, widely neglected in 
the second session, should be pressed. Condi- 
tions are indefensibly unsafe in many coal 
mines particularly, and federal action is required 
to prevent further tragedies like Centralia. 

Federal aid to education is called for to give 
all American children equal opportunities. 
Snagged through two Congresses on the side 
issue of whether funds for transportation should 
be given to private schools run by churches, the 
bill has passed the Senate but not the House. 

Meanwhile, some children in public schools 
have only a fourth of the educational advan- 
tages enjoyed by other children, in terms of the 
amount of money spent on their schooling, and 
at the latest count 4,000,000 young Americans 
were receiving no schooling at all. 

it is and long has been the policy of the 
United States Government to prevent or break 
up monopolies that restrain interstate trade. 
The laws effectuating this policy have been 
frustrated by a clever ruse—a purchaser who 
could not legally buy a company’s stock would 
buy its assets instead. A bill to stop this dodge 
has been passed by the House and reported out 
by a Senate committee. 

Two measures which would improve the func- 
tioning of Congress should enlist the attention 
of the House and Senate at the earliest monrent 
they can get around to them. Home rule should 
be granted to the District of Columbia to free 
Congress from time-consuming detail, and also 
to bring functioning democracy to the place 
that is supposed to be the seat of it. The Regis- 
tration of Lobbying Act should be improved to 
make it clearer where contributions come from 
and how they are spent. 

This agenda can scarcely be achieved un- 
less the members of Senate and House act with 
dispatch. All the items on it have been dis- 
cussed and debated at length, and action on 
them is now largely a question of simple me- 
chanical efficiency. This is not perhaps one of 
the highest levels of the parliamentary process, 
and it seems a reasonable hope that the Eighty- 
first at the tag-end session will rise to it. 
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Job for Chief “ae Vinson 


The Post-Dispatch is glad to see the new 
attention which is being paid to the practice of 
the United States Supreme Court in “dumping” 
a large batch of important decisions on the last 
day of the term. This is the subject of an edi- 
torial in The Washington Post, a letter by The 
Post’s Supreme Court reporter, Chalmers M. 
Roberts, and a Washington column from our 
Washington bureau by Joseph Hanlon. 

As some of our readers doubtless will re- 
member, the Post-Dispatch has on more than 
one occasion called attention to the one most 
serious result of judicial dumping. It is that 
important decisions go unnoticed in the press 
and so do not become gubjects of popular dis- 
cussion. 

The explanation for dumping is simple 
enough. After argument, many cases drag along 
through the term while majority and minority 
opinions are being written. Finally comes ad- 
journment time in Jume and the docket is 
cleared, pretty much at one fell swoop. A heavy 
load of decisions is handed down and the re- 
porters have an impossible task of attempting 
to digest them and get them out to the country. 

Since the court is split seven ways for Sunday, 
Chief Justice Vinson cannot harmonize all its 
differences, nor should he even try. But he 
can see to it that decisions are spaced out, so 
they can be read, studied and criticized or as- 
similated intelligently into law. Primarily the 
problem is one of administration and Fred M. 
Vinson is the administrator. We hope that the 
1950-51 term, now under way, will show a great 
improvement. Let the Chief Justice go to work 
now to prevent another annual deluge. 
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Pibul Songkram’s Oysters 

Prime Minister Pibul Songkram of Thailand 
is engaged in a piece of statecraft which we 
can only regard as admirable. He is striving to 
develop the Thai oyster-growing industry, his 
interest arising from the fact that he likes oys- 
ters. Our interest in the Prime Minister's in- 
terest arises from the fact that we like oysters 
too. 

Consider for a moment the situation in Thai- 
land with respect to the oyster industry. The 
total value of oysters now grown in the country 
in the course of a year is $140. We have this 


policy the Bangkok Government could hope te 
hit upon—and if they want to invite any guests 
te come over and take a plate, we stand ready 
to effirm that it is as good a foreign policy as 
we ever heard of also. 
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North of the Thirty-eighth 


Walter Lippmann, one of the most thoughtful 
commentators on matters international, is gen- 
erally disposed to get American troops out of 
foreign countries. He argued strongly—yet, we 
thought, somewhat unrealistically—for a with- 
drawal of the occupation forces from Germany. 
So, one is prepared for the questions he raises 
about the use ef American troops in Korea north 
of the thirty-eighth parallel. 

The United Nations Political Committee at 
least by implication has decided this question by 
a 470-5 vote in fayor of operations north of 
the lime, and the committee’s vote reflects the 
sentimeut of the majority of the Assembly mem- 
bers. Secretary of State Acheson has indicated 
that there need be little worry about Commu- 
nist China coming into the war if American 
troops do cross over in ferce. China would 
rather come into the U.N. than into the fighting. 

Yet there is Chou En-lai’s long speech about 
China’s solicitude for her neighbors. Mr. Lipp- 
mann believes that this is a warning of a long 
period of guerrilla fighting in which the North 
Koreans would be unofficially supported by the 
Chinese Reds. 

This possibility is real enough. It will disturb 
those who remember the long campaign against 
the Greek guerrillas which did not really end 
until they lost Yugoslavia’s support. It is easily 
conceivable that North Korean guerrillas might 
find similar haven and help in Manchuria. But 
the U.N. committee must have considered this 
risk. It must have concluded that, if neces- 
sary, the extermination of guerrillas must be 
part of the pacification and unification of 
Korea. 

Asiatic forces should have a major part in 
this job—especially since the guerrillas would 
be sure to denounce the Americans as “white 
imperialist invaders,’ etc. The Commupists 
simply could not use this propaganda line 
against troops from India and Pakistan. . 

Mr. Lippmann is right enough in arguing that 
nobody would be happy about seeing any con- 
siderable American force fied down in Korea 
for a long time. The distribution of the world's 
strength is such, however, that a large part of 
the U.N. military burden must be carried on 
American shoulders. We cannot put down the 
load, but we can make stranger efforts to get 
help—especially psychological help—from the 
Asian contingent in the U.N. 
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Reason for Draft Rejections 

About 48 per cent of the young men draft 
beards picked for medical and mental exami- 
nations during August were rejected by the 
Army. But there is no reason for excitement 
or alarm over that statistic. 

Many of the young men who have been ex- 
amined thus far are those who had been ex- 
amined at least once in the past, and had been 
turned down. The rejection rate declined some- 
what as compared with July, and can be ex- 
pected to fall off sharply as draft boards begin 
sending 19-, 20- and 21-year-olds for Army medi- 
cal and mental examinations. 

Yet Selective Service Director Gen. Hershey 
wants veterans inducted and Army standards 
lowered, now. Perhaps that may be necessary 
eventually. But the time to decide it will be 
when the bottom of barrel is actually in sight. 
In the meantime, it is unfair to the Army to 
force it to accept persons with severe mental 
or physical handicaps, and unfair to veterans 
to compel them to serve again while younger 
citizens remain in civilian life. 
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Mr. Butter Learns a Lesson 

The folly of the Sixty-four Years’ War which 
the butter industry waged in an effort to choke 
off competition by margarine is now becoming 
apparent, even to the butter industry. : 

In the three months since repressive federal 
taxes on margarine were taken off, none of the 
bogeys which the butter lobby so fearsomely 
predicted have come about. 

But neither has the expected increase in the 
consumption of table fats come about. 

There is a vast potential market for table 
fats in this country which is not being reached. 
People are only consuming about 10 pounds of 
table fats per capita, whereas they consumed 16 
to 17 pounds before the war, and some dietary 
experts say the ideal consumption is as high as 
36 pounds. 

Yet butter and margarine have made only 
slight gains since the Sixty-four Years’ War end- 
ed last July. New Jersey is a state where there 
are no repressive state laws against margarine, 
and even there margarine consumption is only 
up slightly. 

If the butter and margarine industries had not 
wasted all that effort trying to keep people 
from buying each other’s product, and had spent 
it instead trying te persuade people to eat more 
table fats for their health’s sake, perhaps both 
industries would be enjoying a larger business 
today. 

That is one of the curses of monopoly tae- 
tics—of the tactics of trying to suppress com- 
petition instead of meeting it. It restricts the 
market instead of expanding it. 

Now that they have found their bogeys are 
unreal, the butter producers are opening their 
eyes to one of their real troubles. 

The main deterrent to expanding their market, 
they say, is the Federal Government's price sup- 
port of butter, which keeps the price so high 
that it prevents real competition with margarine. 

This is the talk of competition and expand- 
ing trade, and we are glad to hear it at last 
from the butter industry.

Repression in South Africa 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Malan Government's effort to suppress and disenfranchise Negro 
majority has led to Nazi-like policies in Union of South Africa; 
nationalist leaders include Hitler sympathizers; their latest. target 
is criticism by free press, which threatens their political power.

When the Union of South Africa threw 
out the late Jan Smuts as its valiant Prime 
Minister in 1948, it took no crystal ball 
for most observers to predict that a period 
of ugly reaction was inevitable. 


The Nationalists who defeated Smuts’ 
United party were open adyocates of racial 
and religious intolerance. They were not 
merely: nationalistic but bitterly isolation- 
ist, as irked by their 
ties with the British 
Commonwealth as by 
United Nations crit- 
icism of their racist 
policies, and among 
their leaders were 
men who had openly 
sympathized with 
Nazi Germany. 

Since then the Na- 
tionalists have lived 
up fairly well to 
their advance billing, 
interesting them- 
selves primarily in 
repressive and dis- 
criminatory moves 
to achieve their goal of a “white man’s 
country” in which 2,000,000 whites might 
achieve an impossible security atop some 
9,000,000 disfranchised, segregated, and 
underprivileged Negroes and Indians. 

Partly as a concession to the troubles 
of an age in which cemplete isolation is 
actually impossible, they have retained 
their tenuous link with the British Com- 
monwealth, but Prime Minister Daniel Ma- 
lan has gone so far as to refer to Great 
Britain as “a foreign power,”. and the crit- 
icism by English-speaking peoples both in 
South Africa and elsewhere of Malan’s 
brand of reaction has led to a worsening 
of relations between the English-speaking 
South Africans and the Afrikaans-speak- 
ing descendants of the old Boers. 


An Inevitable Reaction 


This illustrates, as convincingly as any 
experiment in current history, that un- 
democratic repression by either a ruling 
majority or ruling minority inevitably fos- 
ters explosive reaction against it, and re- 
quires attempts at more and more repres- 
sion as long as the dictatorial regime re- 
mains in power. 

The Nationalist regime is not only a 
minority of whites in a land crowded with 
colored peoples; it is probably a minor- 
ity among the whites. It defeated the 
majority coalition of Rngilsh speaking and 
Afrikaans-speaking South Africans - 


ing a slim legislative majority, thanks 
only to a variation of the rotten-borough 
or Georgia county-unit system whereby a 
single rural vote outweighs several city 
votes. Last year’s provincial council elec- 
tions showed it was losing even more of 
its popular support. 

But its foes are not yet strong enough 
or united enough to throw out the Nation- 
alist regime. And now, beating the loud 
drums of Boer nationalism again, the Na- 
tionalists are on the warpath against the 
greatest threat to their continuation in 
power, the criticism of a free pres. the 
greater part of which naturally is the 
English-language press. 


Maelen 


Echoing a concept that should have died 
in the ruins of, Berlin or remain a pet 
of the Kremlin’s, Dr. Malan has described 
South Africa’s English-speaking journalists 
as “the most undisciplined in-the world,” 
and his government now proposes a full- 
scale “inquiry” into the South African 
press. 

The target is not only the South Afri- 
can journalists, many of whom write for 
foreign publications, but foreign reporters 
in South Africa as well. The Nationalist 
obsession is that these reporters, and’ not 
the words and acts of the Nationalist lead- 
ers, are to blame for “defamation” of the 
Nationalist regime, for the “false reports” 
that give it so black an eye in the demo- 
cratic world. . 


Beginning of Censorship 


Dr. Malan has hinted broadly that pub- 
lishers and editors should work for ‘‘self- 
discipline of the press,” presumably along 
the lines of Nationalist jouralists who re- 
fer to themselves not as journalists but 
as “crusaders.” : 

The pending investigation obviously is 
a threat of government discipline if self- 
discipline be not forthcoming, and Dr. 


Malan’s old paper, Die Burger, has given ~ 


a good Hitler-like idea of what the govern- 
ment would really like: “Overseas this 
voice or that voice must not be heard, 
but, as far as possible, the voice of South 
Africa—its thousands of separate voices in 
one.”’ 

His Minister of Posts and Telegraphs 
has already threatened to refuse to trans- 
mit messages he deems politically “slan- 
derous,” and his Minister of Economic Af- 
fairs has urged that foreign journalists 
who “misrepresent” the Government 
abroad should be deported. There is evi- 
dence that his hirelings have withheld 
from the mails the posted correspond- 
ence of newsmen deemed suspect. 

On top of that the Nationalists have 
decided that the broadeasts of the British 
Broadcasting Corp. are not to be relayed 
to South African listeners. South Afri- 
cans must depend in future on broadcasts 
processed by their State Information Of- 
fice, d 


No Kin to a Free World 


‘All this gives enough of the picture of 
the degradation of democracy in South 
Africa, without waiting for the promised 
farce of the Government's press investi- 
gation, But it is worth adding that the 
Nationalist’s State Information Officer, Dr.

Between Book Ends 


In the Grand Tradition 


CHAMPION ROAD, by Frank Tilsley. (Messner, $3.56.) 
Edward Barry in The Chicago Tribune. 


The characters in “Champion Road” 
have lives of their own which seem to 
continue even after one has closed the 
book. Frank Tilsley knows how to pre- 
sent people in the round and to give their 
backgrounds depth and richness. They 
move and talk and react not as though 
manipulated by the author, but as if they 
possessed in their own right all the quali- 
ties of living human beings. 


Moreover, Tilsley has not been content 
parsimoniously to limit himself to one or 
two fully realized characters and to make 
the others mere cardboard figures. Here 
is a whole gallery of acutely observed and 
vigorously projected men and women. 


Actually, “Champion Road” is a novel 
in the great tradition. It is big of scale 
—and not merely in the superficial sense 
that it has a great many pages and covers 

a nearly half a cen- 
tury of time. It is 
also big in the sense 
that it adequately 
deals with a tremen- 
dous theme—nothing 
less than human ex- 
istence itself. The 
struggle of a man 
with himself — and 
with people and 

™ things and ideas and 
economic forces—is 

presented in such a 

way that the time- 

less and universal 

aspects of the story 

are of infinitely 
more importance than the particular cir- 
eumstances of period and place. 

“Champion Road” is the first person 
narrative of a boy who was born in a 
small city in the English north country 
toward the end of the nineteenth century 
and who grew to manhood just as the 
twentieth century turmoil of war and de- 
pression and more war was about to start. 
The story carries through to 1947. 


The novel is packed with episode and 
retains its interest. Jonathan Briggs, the 
narrator, lifts himself from his boyhood 

verty, marries the woman of his choice, 

comes rich, becomes poor again, has 
trouble with his wife and his grown up 
son and his mistresses and his business as- 
sociates. However, the suspicion never 
arises that Briggs is merely a peg to hang 
a series of adventures on. Given & man 
like this, the incidents become believable. 
Character, not incident, remains the cen- 
tral fact of the book. 

Much of the pungency of the narrative 
style derives from the fact that Briggs, 
the teller of the story, is hard bitten, ab- 
rem and little given to indulgence in the 
softer emotions. 

“Champion Road's” faults are few. The 
author’s touch with children is not as sure 
as it is with adults. His ear is not at- 
tuned to their speech.

History can accept neither con- 
tention. 

War Picture in August, 1945. 

The atomic bomb was dropped 
in August. Long before that 
month started our forces were se- 
curely based in Okinawa, the 
Marianas, and Iwo Jima; Ger- 
many had been defeated: our 
fleet had been cruising off the 
Japanese coast with impunity 
bombarding the shoreline; our 
submarines were operating in the 
Sea of Japan; even inter-island 
ferries had been attacked and 
sunk. Bombing, which started 
slowly in June, 1944, from China 
bases and from the Marianas in 
November 1944, had been in- 
creased materially in 1945, and by 
August 1945, more than 16,000 
tons of bombs had ravaged Japa- 
nese cities. 

Food was short: mines and sub- 
marines and surface vessels and 
planes clamped an iron blockade 
around the main islands: raw ma- 
terials were scarce. Blockade, 
bombing. and unsuccessful 
tempts at dispersion had reduced 
Japanese production capacity 
from 20 to 60 per cent. 


The enemy, in a _ military 
Sense, was in a hopless stra- 
tezic position by the time the 
.Potsdam demand for uncondi- 
tional surrender was made on 
July 26. 


The decision to drop the two 
A-bombs. after the Japanese re- 
jection of the Potsdam ultima- 
tum, was a prettv hasty one. 

It was undertaken despite 
strong opposition to this course 
by numerous scientists and 
Japanese experts. Not orly was 
the Potsdam ultimatum merely 
a restatement of the pol'tically 
impossible—unconditional  sur- 
render—but it covld hardly be 
construed as a direct warning 
of the atomic bomb and was rot 
taken as such bv aryone who 
did not know the bomb had 
been created. 

There were almost two months 
before our scheduled invasion of 
Kyushu, in which American in- 
Zenuity could have found wavs 
to bring home to the Japanese the 


impossibility of their position and | 


the horrors of the weapon being 


held over them: vet we rushed to. 


use the bomb as soon as uncon- 
ditional surrender was reiected. 
Hands Would Have Been Cleaner. 

Had we devised some demon- 
stration or given a more specific 
warning than the Potsdam uKi- 
matum’, and had the Japanese still 
persisted in continued resistance 
after some weeks of our psycho- 
logical offensive, we should per- 
haps have been justified in the 
bomb’s use; at least. our hands 
would have been more clean. 

But, in fact, our onlv warning 
to a Japan already militarily de- 
feated, and in a hopeless situa- 
tion, was the Potsdam demand for 
unconditional surrender issued on 
July 27, when we knew Japanese 
surrender attervts had started. 

We were, therefore. twice 
guilty. 

We dropped the bomb at a 
time when Japan already was 
negotiating for an end of the 
war but before those negotia- 
tions could come to fruition. 

We demanded unconditional 
surrender, then dropped the 
bomb and accepted conditional 
surrender, a sequence which in- 
dicates pretty clearly that the 
Japanese would have surren- 
dered, even if the bomb had 
not been dropped, had the Pots- 
dam Declaration included our 
promise to permit the Emperor 
to remain on his imperial 
throne. 

Militarily, we had “killed” Ja- 
pan in many different ways: by 
crushing defeats at sea and on 
land: by the strangulation of the 
blockade of which the principal 
instrument was the submarine; 
by bombing with conventional 
bombs. After the seizure of Oki- 
nawa—probably even before that 
~the blockade alone could have 
defeated Japan. 

It is clear today—and was 
clear to many even as early as 
the spring of 1945—that the 
military defeat of Japan was 
certain; the atomic bomb was 


not needed. 
But if the bomb did not pro- 
eure victory, did it hasten it?

Japs Moving Toward Surrender. 

In April, 1945, as the United 
States was establishing a foothold 
on Okinawa, the Russians in ef- 
fect denounced their neutrality 
agreement with Japan, and from 
then until July 12, the new Japa- 
nese cabinet was moving rapidly 
toward surrender attempts. 

On July 12, fourteen days be- 
fore we issued the Potsdam 
Proclamation, Prince Konoye was 
received by the Emperor and or- 
dered to Moscow to “secure peace 
at any price.” On July 13, Mos- 
cow was notified officially by the 
Japanese Foreign office that the 
“Emperor was desirous of peace.” 

It was hoped that oOscow 
would inform the United States 
and Britain at the Potsdam con- 
ference of Japan's desire to dis- 
cuss peace. But instead of an an- 
swer from the “Big Three,” Am- 
bassador Sato in Moscow was 
told by Molctov on Aug. 8 of 
Russia's entry into the war 
against Japan, effective imme- 
| diately. 

The first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima on Aug. 6; 
Russia entered the war on Aug. 8; 
and the second atomic bomb was 
dropped on Nagasaki.on Aug. 9. 

Not Impressed by Bomb. 


The dropping of the first bomb, | 


and the Russian entry into the 
war, gave Premier Suzuki addi- 
tional argument for again putting 
the peace issue before the Su- 
preme War Directiom Council. 

But neither the people of Japan 
nor their leaders were as im- 
pressed with the atomic bomb as 
were we. The public did not know 
until after the war what had hap- 

pened to Hiroshima; and even so, 
they had endured fire raids 
against Tokyo which had caused 
more casualties than the atomic 
bomb and had devastated a great- 
er area than that destroyed at 
| Hiroshima. 
_ The Supreme War Council was 
| initially told that a fragment of 
the Hiroshima bomb indicated 
that it was made in Germany (!), 
that it appeared to be a conven- 
tional explosive of great power, 
and that there was only one 
bomb available. 

When the Gozenkaigi (meeting 
of elder statesmen) was held on 
Aug. 14, five days after the sec- 
ond bomb was dropped, War Min- 
ister Anami and the chiefs of the 
army and navy general staff— 
_three members of the War Coun- 
cil who had been adamant for 
continuation of the war — were 
still in favor of continuing it; 
those who had wanted peace still 
wanted it. In other words, the 
bomb changed no opinions; the 
emperor himself, who had already 
favored peace, broke the dead- 
lock. . 

It is quite possible that the 
atomic bombs shortened the 
war by a day, a week or a 
month or two—not more. 

But at what a price! For 
whether or not the atomic 
bomb hastened victory, it is 
quite clear it has not won the 
peace. ¢ 
By using the bomb we have 

become identified, rightfully or 
wrongfully, as inheritors of the 
mantle of Genghis Khan and all 
_those of past history who have 
justified the use of utter ruth- 
_lessness in war. 

Arguments Pro and Con. 

It may well be argued, of 
course, that war knows no human- 
ity and that death by the atomic 
bomb is no worse than death by 
fire bombs or explosives or 
gas or flame owers. It is, of 
course, true that the atomic 
bomb is no worse qualitatively 
than other lethal weapons; it is 
merely quantitatively more pow- 
erful; other weapons cause death 
in fearful ways; the atomic bomb 
caused more deaths. 
| We already had utilized fire 
raids, Mass 
cities, and flame throwers in the 
name of expediency and victory 
prior to Aug. 6, even though 
many of our people had recoiled 
‘from such practices.

Broadcasting Co., will 
depict a cross-section of the 
works of Pulitzer Prize winners 
in all fields and their related 
achievements. The series is car- 
ried by KSD-TV on Fridays at 
8 p.m. (St. Louis time), spon- 
sored by the Joseph Schlitz Brew- 
ing Co. of Milwaukee. The Pul- 
itzer Graduate School of Jour- 
nalism, Columbia University, has 
received a $100,000 endowment 
for the brewing company’s par- 
ticipation in the program this 
year. 


JAKARTA, Oct. 7 (AP)—The 
United Nations Commission for 
Indonesia urged the Indonesian 
government today to halt military 
operations in the south Moluccas. 

Fighting is now centered on 
the island of Amboina, one of 
the many islands the Dutch 
turned over to Indonesia when it 
granted independence to Indo- 
nesia. Indonesian troops are try- 
ing to bring rebel Amboinese un- 
der control of the Jakarta gov- 
ernment. 

In a letter to Indonesian For- 
eign Minister Mohammed Rum, 
the U.N. commission referred to 
Indonesian assurances that “ev- 
erything has been explored to set- 
tle the Amboina conflict peace- 
fully” and recalled that the Indo- 
nesian government rejected the 
good offices of the commission 
which were offered Aug. 4. 

The letter said “even at this 
late stage” acceptance of the com- 
mission’s offer would open the 
possibility for a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

Exchange of Letters. 

The commission released the 
text of a secret exchange of let- 
ters with the Indonesian govern- 
ment concerning the conflict in 
the south Moluccas. 

They said that on Sept. 25 the 
commission offered to go to Am-' 
boina and “persuade the persons) 
in control to conduct negotiations 
with the Indonesian government.” 

The Indonesian government re- 
plied on Sept. 30 that “the com- 
mission’s intervention would not 
serve any useful purpose but 
would constitute encouragement 
for Amboina rebels.” fe. 

About Oct. 1, the commission 
learned informally that military 
operations against Amboina had 
started but avoided giving it pub- 
licity “which might have caused 
disorders in camps of Amboinese 
soldiers on Java.” 

The commission’s letter was de- 
livered to Foreign Minister Rum 
by Paul Bihin of Belgium, the 
current chairman of the commis- 
sion. 
Attack on Capital Reported. 

Yesterday, the Amboina radio 
said two Indonesian government 
corvettes shelled the town of Am- 
boina, capital of the rebel gov- 
ernment, and an Indonesian plane 
strafed the town. It said the air 
attack resulted in civilian casual- 
ties and that a hospital and school 
were damaged. 

Indonesian military authorities 
today confirmed news of the 
fighting after a week-long official 
silence. It said the Indonesian 
army now holds strategic posi- 
tions on the northern part of the 
island. 

Military spokesmen said am- 
phibious operations began Sept. 
28 and that the landing force suf- 
fered 20 casualties including the

He reminded his listeners that 
the elder Pulitzer had  orig- 
inated the graduate school of 
journalism and endowed _ the 
Pulitzer awards, ‘in the belief 
that “our public and the press 
will rise or fall together.” 

“That was what was behind his 
establishifig the school and that 
was what was behind his estab- 
lishing these prizes. With so 
many people now benefiting, | 
am only sorry that he could not 
be here tonight with us,” Pulitzer 
concluded. 

At the reception held at the 
Hotel Pierre before the telecast 
of “You Can’t Take It With 
You,” Pulitzer was introduced as. 
the honored guest of the evening 
by Mark Woods, vice chairman of 
the board of directors of ABC. 

Cultural Progress. 

Epitomizing the forthcoming | 


series, Woods said: 
“It is, in our humble opinion, 


to the cultural advancement, as 


well as genuine enjoyment, of 


millions of Americans.” . 

He presented the publisher of 
the Post-Dispatch as a man whose 
“name is synonymous with the 
noblest traditions of American 
newspaperdom.” 

“Thrilling Moment.” 

Erwin C. Uihlein, president of 
the Schlitz company, was intro- 
duced by Edward V. Lahey, pres- 
ident of the United States Brew- 
ers’ Foundation, Inc. Uihlein said 
it was a “thrilling moment” to 
be associated with “journalism at 
its best.” 

“We have all come a long way 
from the early days of industry, 
the field of letters and the me- 
dium of entertainment,” he said. 
“And for us, tonight marks the 
eloquent climax of advancement, 
when the first of the works of 
Pulitzer award winners is telecast 
by the ‘Pulitzer Prize Play- 
house’.” 

Concluding, he said the “prizes 
established by Joseph Pulitzer 
were the most coveted awards in 
American letters,” adding that it 
was a “privilege and an honor 
that our contribution to Colum- 
bia University will help to per- 
petuate the Pulitzer tradition.” 

To introduce Dean Carl Acker- 
man of the Pulitzer School of 
Journalism, Uihlein handed the 
educator in the presence of the 
audience a check for $100,000, 
the contribution of the brewing 
company to the institution. Acker- 
man complimented the company’s 
“wisdom and courage.” 

In the tradition of the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, whose wisdom 
and courage overcame skepticism 
when he persisted in founding 
the journalism school at Colum- 
bia, the members of the present 
Pulitzer advisory board also were 
pioneering, he said.

Plenty of tea is 
used with fresh boiling water and 
the infusion ig allowed to steep 
long enough to bring out all of 
the best flavor, but not so long 
that there is any bitterness. Then, 
it has been found that the tea 
can be made in rather large quan- 
tities, strained and stored in the 
refrigerator. If it becomes a lit- 
tle cloudy, as is often the case, a 
little boiling water can be added 
and. the beverage becomes clear 
and sparkling. While iced tea can 
be brewed with cold water the 
flavor is considered better when 
the leaves have been drenched 
with boiling water. 


When tea is made in small 


quantities at home for a one-meail* 


use, it can be made in the usual 
teapot, allowing about twice as 
much tea as you would for hot 
service. As soon as it has stood 
for five or six minutes, it should 
then be poured over the icecubes 
and more ice added as needed. 
Tea made this way has body, fla- 
vor and sparkle. It has a certain 
“briskness” which we like. Lemon 
juice and sugar syrup are the best 
accompaniments. You may like 
to freeze lemon ice cubes particu- 
larly for use in the tea. 


Lemon Ice Cubes. 


Rind of one-half lemon, one and 
one-fourth cups sugar, two and 
one-half cups water, one-half cup 
lemon juice. 

Grate lemon rind lightly, just 
enough to break oil cells in skin. 
Combine rind, sugar and water 
and heat until sugar dissolves. Re- 
move from heat and add lemon 
juice. Cool and strain. Put into 
refrigerator tray and _ freeze 
solid. Yield: one or two trays of 
ice cubes, depending on size of 
refrigerator freezing trays. 


Old-Fashioned Sugar Cookies. 


One-half cup shortening, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon grated lemon rind, one-half 
teaspon nutmeg, one cup sugar, 
two eggs (unbeaten), two cups 
sifted flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half teaspon soda, 
two tablespoons milk. 


Combine shortening, salt, lem- 
on rind, nutmeg, sugar and eggs, 
and beat until smooth. Sift flour 
with baking powder and soda and 
add to first mixture. Add milk 
and mix. Drop level tablespoons 
of dough on baking sheet. Flat- 
ten cookies with wet spatula. 
Sprinkle with sugar. If desired, 
press 3 seeded raisins or split 
blanched almonds into each 
cookie. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (370 degree F.) 10 to 12 min- 
utes. Yield: About three and one- 
hal? dozen cookies.
